1. Applicants' proposed amendments raise the issue of new matter. Particularly, 
while the specification does indicate at page 3 that 'The method described herein does 
not require PCR," the specification does not recite or otherwise disclose a "non-PCR 
amplified nucleic acid-containing sample." 

2. Applicants' proposed amendments raise new issues under 35 U.S.C. 102 and/or 
103. Applicants have proposed amending the claims and adding claims requiring a step 
of "obtaining a non-PCR amplified nucleic acid sample". As no claims requiring such a 
step have previously been presented, this proposed amendment would necessitate a 
new search, and consideration of whether the prior art anticipates or suggests such 
methods.
